CHATTANOOGA, Sept. IS—At -.early, 


dawnjtens '.of thousands ;of • strangers, 
were in this vicinity. Some old veter-, 
ans say there are. more people here'to- 
day than during that awful event, the 
historic battle.thirty-three years ago. 


Secretary of Interior, Hoke Smith, 


Secretary of Navy Herbert, Attorney- 
General Harmon, Postmaster:General 
Wilson, and other notables will arrive 
tonight. 


The exercises of the day began with 


the dedication of the Michigan monu- 
ments at 9 a. m., Governor Rich, Gen- 
eral Belknap. Colonel Dumeld and oth- 
ers speaking. 


The. Wisconsin monuments were 


turned over to the" government at 11 
o'clock, Commissioner Watkins, Dr. 
Webster, Governor Upharn, General 
Hardin, Colonel Bryant, ex-Governor 
Hoard and General Timne speaking. 


At the dedication, of the Ohio monu- 


ments Gen. John Beatty, president of 
the Ohio commission, presided. 


Bishop Joyce invoked a blessing after 


which Charles H. Grosvenor addressed 
the gathering. 


Addresses were also made by ex-Gov- 


ernor Campbell, who was governor at 
the time the commission was created, 
J. S. Gill and J. K. McBlroy. General 
Aquilii Wiley formally 
turned 
the 


monuments over to Governor McKin- 
ley, who transferred them to the nati- 
onal government. 


After reviewing the long seige and 


two days battle at the gateway in the 
mountains almost a third of a century 
ago McKinley said: 


"Ohio is here today because her citi- 


zen soldiery was here then. We are 
here, net as then with arms in our 
hands, but with fraternal affection in 
our hearts. We are here the invited 
guests of the nation; here to dedicate 
_tke. field, not.to .war or. p.ission, .but to. 
peace and union. 'Weil may Ohio feel 
a patriotic pride in these dedicatory 
ceremonies. 
Her soldiers were here in 


great 
battle 
pageaut 
representing 


every arm of the military 'Service. 
Her soldiers constituted quite one-fifth 
of all those engaged on this bloody 
field in defense "of the union. Ohio 
contributed fifty-five regiments to the 
historic battle fought on this historic 
field. Ohio had a larger representation 
here than upon any other battle field 
of the war. Her soldiers were in every 
battle, as sought, seige and skirmish 
from Bull Run to Apporaattox; and no 
history of the war can be written that 
will not record the services of the Ohio 
volunteer army. They did heroic ^ser- 
vice upon every field, but on this a 
larger number of Ohio soldiers were 
concentrated than -upon any other field 
of the war; and on no other field was 
there a higher exhibition of soldiery 
valor aud vigor than here. Ohio had 
more soldiers on this field than came 
from any other state on the Union 
side, and more than came from any of 
the states in Rebellion, except that of 
Tennessee. 


"Gen. Rosecrans, who commanded 


the Union forces, entered the service as 
colonel of the Twenty-Third Ohio In- 
fantry. I recall him with peculiar ten- 
derness and respect. He was the first 
colonel of the regiment to which I be- 
longed ;-jny boyhood ideal of a great 
soldier. Ohio is proud of him and will 
guard his fame forever. Gen. Garfield 
was his chief-of staff. 
Gen. James 


Barnett, another Ohio man, was his 
chief of artillery. 
The famous fight- 


ing McCook family were here; Phil 
Sheridan was here; Gen. John Beatty, 
the honored president of the Ohio Com- 
mission, was here, also Generals Van- 
dever, Lytle, Council, Wood, Crook,' 
Steadman-, Mitchell, Hazen, Harker, 
Cupp and other noted Onio soldiers. In 
the battle of Chicamauga, RosencraW 
loss was 10,174. Oae man out of every 
33 on the Union side was actually shot 
dead on the field; one .iu every six'was 
wounded; one in every three was miss- 
ing. In killed, wounded and missing, 
we lost one man out of every three en- 
gaged in the battle. The Ohio troops 
opened the battle September 19, and 
they again opened it on September 20." 
After giving a. graphic description of 
the battle and paying a high tribute to 


Gen. 
Thomas, Gov. McKinley said: 


"The war has been over thirty-one 


There never has been any trou- 


devoted to its interests and alike ready 
to maintain its honor, wherever or bow- 
ever assailed. 
" To my comrades, ye who were con- 


federate soldiers during all the weary 
struggle of the"civil war, I beg to say 
1 was proud of your gallantry and cour- 
age. I never allowed myself to forget 
thatyou were Americans freely offering 
your lives in the defense of what you 
.believed to be your rights and in vindi- 
cation of your mannood. 


"You are now satisfied that the result 


of the civil war established the unity 
of the powerful Americin republic; 
submitted your controversies with your 
fellow citisens to the arbitrament of the 
battlefield, and you accepted the result 
with a sublime fortitude worthy of all 
praise, and,your reward is, that peace 
and order: ba restored, and the "^South'1 


which you loved so well, and for which 
you fought so bravely, now blossoms 
with abundment blessings." 


Addresses were also made by An- 


drew. Jackson, Col. James Watson and 
Frederick' Wendell, members of the 
comjnis'^ipn. 


The'Illinois monuments were dedi- 


cated on-the" site of Widow Glenn's 
house. Speeches were made by' ihe 
governor, Commissioner Reeves, Smith 
D. Atkins and J. S. Everst. 


The Indiana monuments 


sented from Little hill, where General 
Lytle fell, General M. C. Hunter pre- 
siding. Dr. Lucas prayed and speeches 
were made by Governor Claude Mat- 
hews, General Lew Wallace, D. R. Me- 
Connell and I, N. Walker. 


After referring to the distinguished 


generals and the greatness of the bat- 
-tle in-which they participated on this 
ground Governor Mathews said, "For 
us who are citizens of Indiana, there 
is now a special duty and a special 
pride. A duty to dedicate here the 
monuments which a proud state erects 
to her brave sous who were partici-

000,48. 


In 1891 tho department of labor sta- 


tistics cost. §11,059.5-1. In 1894, $14,- 
410.28. 


These four small departments cost | 


f 12,189.73 in 1891, and $86,449.25 in 
1S95, 
an increase in four years, for 


doing the same work, of $44,809.98, or 
considerably more than 100 per cent. 


With, an average annual increase of 


over 25 per cent, in consequence of 'the 
increase of salaries and the multiplica- 
tion of offices by the legislative, is it 
any wonder that the revenues should 
fall short of the expenditures and com- 
pel the borrowing of money on the 
hands of tho state to keep the state 
treasury afloat? 


Shall wo have two years more of 


such financiering arid legislation?" This 
is the question which will confront the 
voters at tho polls during this cam- 
paign, arid at the polls in November. 
We may certainly expect it, if we con- 
tinue iu power the party leaders who 
have been practicing it.

At 'the opening, ofc the' Republican 


campaign at Springfield on the 10th of 
September, speeches were "made by Sen- 
ator John Sherman, Asa S. Bushnell, 
Governor William MeKinly and ex-Gov- 
ernor J. B. - Foraker. The three first 
named talked on nearly all subjects ex- 
cept those which are in issue "before 
tha people of OHio, in the choice of state 
officers and a, legislature. 
The-last 


named made a passing reference to state 
affairs, in so far as they referred to his 
own administration and that of Ms im- 
mediate successor, but in so doing mis- 
quoted the record, by not quoting it in 
full: 


Asa S. Bushnell is the ostensible can- 


didate for governor, but he uttered not 
single word about the existing condition 
of state ..affaiis, nor held forth a-single 
promise that his election would in any 
manner, so far as his official knowledge, 
action and influence go conduce in' the 
slightest degree to the distressing .bur- 
bens of the taxpayers. 
, 
< 
: 


His speech' indicated that he either 


knew .nothing about the condition of 
state affairs and the misdoings of the 
last two legislatures, or had been coach- 
ed by some' one to avoid the discus- 
sion of .matters which would be fatal to 
his chances of:"election. Both proposi- 
tions are probably true. It is safe to say 
that Mr. Bushnell knows nothing about 
state affairs, and can suggest no remedy 
for their betterment. 
His mentor, in 


the preparation of his speech, was clear- 
ly George B. Cox, who -thoroughly un- 
derstands the avoidance of the real 
grievances of the ppople in a political 
campaign. 


As to Governor Foraker, he said just 


enough on a single important subject to 
whet the public appetite for -fuller and 
more circumstantial information. 
He 


recognizes the grinding.oppression aris- 
ing from the enormous local bonded in- 
debtedness created by legislative enact- 
ment. He emphasized the fact that, 
from 1884, under Governor Hoadley. the 
local bonded indebtedness rose from 
$47,633,123.31 to $53,190,898.53 in 1885. 
That from 1886 to 1889,. during his two 
administrations, .the debt rose to $60,- 
228,121.63, and that from 1890 to 1891, 
under Governor Campbell, it. rose to 
$71,238,744. 
: 
. 


But here Governor Foraker stopped, 


with the last two legislatures unaocornt- 
ed for. 
They were 
overwhelmingly 


Bepublican, and they did more or less, 
principally more, at bond making, so that 
from 1891 to 1895 this local bonded in- 
debtedness rose from $71,283,744 to a 
little over $109,000,000, or something 
over $37,000,000 for the four years. 


According to Governor Foraker's fig- 


ures the total increase of this form of 
indebtedness during the six legislatures 
from 1880 to 1892, was $27,743,169.47, 
while the increase during the two legis- 
latures from 1892 to 1895 was over $37,- 
000,000. 


And now, in 1895, Governor Foraker 


wants the six legislatures which did 
business from 1880 to 1892 and increased 
the local bonded indebtedness at the 
rate of $2,600,000 a year, rebuked at the. 
polls, but he calls for no expression of 
opinion concerning the two legislatures 
from 1892 to 1895, which increased the 
debt at the rate of §9,250,000 a year and 
raised local taxation almost to the con- 
fiscatory point. 


The reason is obvious. If the people 


vote their sentiments toward the Seven- 
tieth and Seventy-first general" assem- 
blies, Goorge B. Cox will not be gov- 
ernor of Ohio, with Asa S. Bushnell as 
clerk, and United States senator, with 
J. B. Foraker. as deputy. 
Governor 


Foraker was too smart to throw a stone 
into the real hornet's nest. He pre- 
ferred to assault the last year's bird's 
nests. It was much safer for him to do 
so, but the people are in no mood to be 
f oolefl with.
